AFTER several months of 
empty spaces around the 
Crewkerne Town Council 
table, three new councillors 
were brought into the fold 
through co-option at the meet¬ 
ing on Monday, November 
26th. 

One place had been vacant 
since August when the former 
deputy mayor resigned to care 
for her husband and the other 
two were vacated by Ron and 
Teresa Bond when they both 
left at the end of September 
following a disagreement over 
the funding of the George 
Reynolds Centre. 

There was no call for an 
election so the five residents 
of Crewkerne who had come 
forward were voted on by the 
six councillors present at the 
meeting. 

Four of gave a brief presen¬ 
tation to the councillors, the 
fifth, Roger Rousell was un¬ 
able to be present due to a 
work commitment but the 
town clerk read out his re¬ 
sume. 

Mr Rousell (Independent) 
was elected with six votes, 
Ben Hodgson (LibDem) with 
five and Kathy Head (Conser¬ 
vative) with four. 

All three stated that they did 
not want party politics in¬ 
volved in the town council. 

Katie Pritchard who had 
been the only one to turn up at 
the previous meeting, hoping 
for co-option then, was very 
disappointed when she missed 
a place with three votes and 
the fifth candidate, Nick Clark 
received no nomination. 

The process meant that each 
of the six councillors could 
only make one nomination or 
second one nomination and 
each had three votes, one for 
each place.

THE MAYOR of Crewkerne, 

Councillor Robin Pailthorpe, 
announced at the town 
council meeting on Monday 
that one of the town's fore¬ 
most citizens and former 
mayor, Lieutenant Colonel 
Tony Dowse-Brenan had 
died. 

All present in the council 
chamber observed a minute 
of silence in his honour. 

Born in 1923, Tony Dowse- g Lieutenant 
Brenan was a well- known Colonel Tony 
figure to many in the town Dowse-Brenan 
and had owned and run the 1923-2012 
St Martin's Preparatory 
School in Crewkerne until his retirement in 1994. 

He had been the last chairman of Crewkerne 
Urban District Council and served on the town 
council until 1995. He had been a county councillor 
with a specific interest in education and health and 
also served on the district council. 

Lt Col Dowse -Brenan was named as Crewkerne's 
first honoured citizen when the award was intro¬ 
duced in 1997 and had been an honourary aider- 
man of South Somerset District Council since 2007. 
He was the first Chairman of Crewkerne Heritage 
Centre and had been involved with the League of 
Friends of Crewkerne Hospital for over 30 years, 
having been a key figure in the campaign to save it 
for the town. 

He died peacefully at Moorlands Residential 
Home, Merriott, leaving his wife Elizabeth, daugh¬ 
ters Frances and Annette and grandchildren Adam 
and George. The funeral will take place on Monday 
December 3rd at midday in Yeovil Crematorium. 
Donations in his memory can be given for the 
RSPCA, details from A E Stoodley and Son. 



Reprieve for 202 bus route 


COUNTY councillor John Dyke was 
pleased to be able to pass on good 
news to bus users after South West 
Coaches agreed to continue the serv¬ 
ice 202 Chard-Crewkerne-Dorch- 
ester until Christmas. 

After that it will operate as an ex¬ 
cursion on the first Wednesday of 
every month where a fare will be 
payable by all - concessions will be 
discounted. 

A spokesman for South West 
Coaches informed councillor Dyke 
that there was no guarantee how long 
it would run for but said he was pos¬ 
itive that at that frequency there 
would be enough use to sustain it. 


Councillor Dyke commented: “In 
the circumstances, it is probably as 
good a result as could have been 
achieved. The petition I handed to 
County Hall on behalf of the passen¬ 
gers contained almost 150 signatures 
and a survey carried out seeing 
users’ intentions for a paid monthly 
excursion was very useful in getting 
to this point.” 

The service was due to be cut on- 
Wednesday, November 28th, after 
the bus company declared it uneco¬ 
nomic, despite being two thirds full, 
due to the majority of the passengers 
being on concessionary rates. 

Local campaigners Marcus Barrett 


from Crewkerne and South Somerset 
District Councillor for Windwhistle 
ward, Sue Osborne, support the peti¬ 
tioners and had called on both county 
councils to work with the bus com¬ 
pany for a practical solution. 

They secured the support of Dorset 
MP and cabinet minister Oliver 
Letwin, whose constituency includes 
the second half of the bus route. 

The MP wrote to Dorset County 
Council to see whether they could 
work urgently with Somerset County 
Council to put in place a temporary 
solution, while other options were 
being investigated.

"The weather was per¬ 
fect. The view when I was 
up there, you could see 
the different coasts, it 
was stunning. 

"When you jump out of 
the plane, that was awe¬ 
some, just rushing 
through the air, your 
arms are out and there's 
just nothing like it. The 
parachute, to be honest, 
is just very slow but you 
realise how high you are 
and the view was spec-

"When you are in free 
fall it's so fast and you 
can't hear anything but 
when the parachute 
opens.

Council agrees to second 
round of community grants 


CHARD Town Council’s Finance and Guildhall Com¬ 
mittee has agreed to offer a second round of grant fund¬ 
ing.

Muscle relaxant injections 

FROWN lines, facial furrows and wrinkles are caused by the constant movement and 
contraction of muscles beneath the skin. By the injection of minute quantities of mus¬ 
cle relaxant, these muscles can be relaxed thereby softening and diminishing the ap¬ 
pearance of the overlying frown lines and wrinkles. 

The upper third of the face primarily benefits from treatment: the forehead, the fur¬ 
rows between the eyebrows (the glabellar region), and the lines around the eyes 
("crow's feet"). The injections have the effect of relaxing the muscles, thereby reduc¬ 
ing the degree of frowning. 

Treatment is administered by a number of small fine-needle injections that take 
only a few minutes to perform.The injections do sting a little and although no anaes¬ 
thetic is required, an ice pack can be applied to the area prior to treatment to reduce 
discomfort.

The effect initially lasts for 3-4 months (longer when used for excessive sweating) but 
this may increase after repeat injections.

Get prepared for a cold winter say oil distributors 


OIL distribution industry trade association, FPS (Feder¬ 
ation of Petroleum Suppliers) is urging homeowners and 
businesses who use oil for heating to get themselves pre¬ 
pared for winter now as forecasters have warned that a 
'big freeze 1 could begin by early December - and we 
could be facing one of the coldest winters for more than 
a decade. 

The Met Office has already briefed the Government to 
prepare for a colder than average winter with tempera¬ 
tures expected to drop significantly at the end of Novem¬ 
ber, at which time ice and frost are likely to cause 
transport problems and there will be a significant risk of 
heavy snow. 

Oil Distributors across the country are urging their cus¬ 
tomers to check their oil levels and oil tanks and not to 
be caught out by the bad weather that is forecast. Chief 
Executive of the FPS, Mark Askew comments: “We 
launched a buy oil early campaign in September in asso¬ 
ciation with the Government and Consumer agencies, 
ACRE (Action with Communities in Rural England), 


Citizens Advice Bureau and Consumer Focus but many 
people still haven’t heeded our advice. We are urging 
people not to leave it to the last minute when the bad 
weather has taken hold and tanker drivers struggle to get 
through on roads covered in snow or ice. 

Our members remind customers that they should order 
early, but people have got into a pattern of ordering the 
minimum quantity. Customers have had a trend of order¬ 
ing 500 litres and then run out in the middle of the worst 
weather, when tanker drivers just can’t get to them. We 
are trying to educate people to think ahead and be pre¬ 
pared. 

In winter, the UK can also experience shortages of 
heating oil at terminals. Demand is obviously governed 
by the weather and a prolonged cold snap, such as the 
Met Office is forecasting, means that the terminals are 
unable to provide product quickly enough and consumers 
can run out whilst waiting for deliveries as distributors 
have to go further afield to get supplies.”

2012 - a curates egg of a year 
for the property market! 


THE predictions for the property market in 2012 var¬ 
ied from a return to growth at one end of the spec¬ 
trum to doom and despondency at the other. The 
reality for house prices in this area was actually no 
growth but no evidence of further falls either. Inter¬ 
estingly there was a renewed demand for property 
in 2012 from many sectors of the market - but price 
remained critical.Those sellers pushing asking prices 
beyond buyers expectations experienced a dearth 
of interest whilst those realistic sellers with a strong 
desire to move priced their properties to sell, had 
strong interest and sold and moved. 

Interestingly the adjectives used to decribe the state 
of the property market varied according to persepc- 
tive of the indivual using them. For example those 
wanting to get a high price for their property gen¬ 
erally used the descriptor "bad" while conversely 
first time buyers wanting a good deal, or investors 
looking to maximize their return predominently 
opted for more positive language. People looking to 
sell and buy generally accepted they were selling 
and buying in the same market and tended to have 


a more neutral opinion. 

For those looking to buy there were some fantastic 
deals around in 2012. That meant for first time buy¬ 
ers looking to stop paying rent and start paying for 
their own property there were good reasons to 
make that buying decision. Whether prices rise or 
fall over the short term is largely irrelevant - more 
pertinent is that at the end of the mortage term the 
house is theirs outright with no further loans or rents 
to pay. 

Similarly for investors the exceptional deals available 
to the cash buyer meant returns on investment that 
would be impossible in any saving institution with 
the added bonus of capital growth when the market 
comes back - which it one day it surely will. The really 
canny ones have been gearing their investments 
taking on borrowings that are tax deductible to im¬ 
prove the icome, the return on capital invested, and 
the potential for future gains. 

The Chancellor is now making moves to imbue the 
Bank of England with additional powers to act to 
take any froth off a fast moving market to try to pre¬

vent unsustainable booms in house prices. In 2012 
the shortage of mortgage lending - or at least the 
targeting of premium borrowers only - has served 
to keep prices subdued.

The new funding for 
lending initiative has shown signs of improving the 
amount of money available but the lenders are still 
being very careful to make sure any lending is 
against sustainable pricing.

Having won his maiden victory at 
the 13th attempt at Fontwell less than 
two weeks earlier he was backed into 
11/4 second favourite. Unfortunately 
he was troubled by the slippery sur¬ 
face; a horse had slipped over on the 
straight in the previous race; which 
unsettled him. 


Having lost his place when slipping 
going into the first fence and again on 
the bend, he was making ground 
coming into the straight but at the 
second last fence he clipped the top 
of the fence and fell. 

"It was unfortunate as he would 
have won, but Andrew (Glassonbury) 
admitted he took off a fraction too far 
off the fence and caught the top of it.
